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Club  Profiles 

Ck>m  Belt  Coin  Club  - Bloomington,  Illinois 

The  Corn  Belt  Coin  Club  meets  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7 :30  at 
Champion  Federal’s  branch  community  room  on  College  Avenue  in 
Bloomington.  There  is  always  a business  meeting  and  then  we  have  an 
auction  of  usually  up  to  about  fifty  lots.  Occasionally  we  will  have 
informational  slides  or  a program  presentation  on  a particular  topic. 

The  Corn  Belt  Coin  Club  sponsors  two  shows,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the 
fall.  The  fall  show  will  be  held  on  Saturday  October  31  at  the  Bloomington  Elks 
Club,  which  is  located  downtown  at  Madison  and  Washington  streets. 

We  normally  have  about  50%  coin  dealers  and  50%  card  dealers.  However,  at 
this  show  we  are  going  to  have  more  room  and  possibly  will  be  able  to  expand 
on  the  number  of  coin  dealers  that  will  come  to  the  show. 

Talr#i  County  Coin  Club  - Waukegan,  Illinois 

Eight  individuals  with  an  interest  in  coins  met  in  June  1954  to  determine  if 
there  was  sufficient  demand  to  start  a coin  club  in  Lake  County.  The  positive 
response  resulted  in  the  origin  of  the  Lake  County  Coin  Club.  Our  historical 
roots  include  the  fact  that  LCCC  was  instrumental  in  enactment  of  the 
congressional  legislation  placing  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower’s  effigy  on  the  1971 
silver  dollar.  We  were  recognized  for  our  efforts  in  the  April  29,  1969  issue  of 
“Numismatic  News”.  We  just  celebrated  our  38th  year. 

We  have  been  a member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA) 
since  October  1954,  and  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association  (ILNA)  since 
October  1959. 

Our  peak  membership  years  were  the  early  1960’s  when  membership  reached 
203.  When  several  other  clubs  emerged  in  the  area,  our  membership  was  cut 
in  half.  That  figure  has  steadily  declined  to  our  present  membership  of  about 
45,  of  which  15  members  attend  regularly. 

Our  meetings  are  held  at  8i00  p.m.  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the 
conference  room  of  the  Sunset  Bowl  (bowling  alley)  in  Waukegan,  Illinois.  A 
drawing  is  held  at  each  meeting  and  a door  prize  is  awarded  to  a member  in 
attendance.  The  winner  becomes  our  program  chairman  for  the  next 
meeting.  Following  the  business  portion  of  each  meeting,  the  program 
chairman  provides  a presentation  to  the  other  members.  His/her  program 
may  consist  of  displaying  items  from  his/her  own  collection  and  giving  a brief 
talk  about  them,  or  bringing  in  speakers.  Some  previous  programs  have 
included  viewing  ANA  slides,  holding  auctions,  and  listening  to  talks  by 
prominent  members  of  numismatics  (such  as  Dick  Yeoman  of  Red  Book 

fame). 

Our  club  banquet  is  held  in  September,  the  last  month  of  our  club  year,  and  is 
co-sponsored  by  the  club.  Members,  their  wives,  and  guests  are  welcome  to 
enjoy  friendship  and  “coin  talk.” 
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Our  annual  coin  show,  which  is  on  the  last  Sunday  in  March,  is  our  primary 
fundraising  event.  It  is  held  at  the  Waukegan  Moose  Lodge  on  Washington 
Street.  Twenty  two  tables  are  available  for  dealers  to  display  and  sell  or  trade 
their  wares. 

Some  examples  of  our  numismatic  promotions  are: 

1.  Wooden  nickels  commemorating  the  Waukegan  Centennial  in  1959. 

2.  On  June  2,  1959,  with  no  payment  of  dues.  Jack  Benny  was  made  an 
Honorary  Member  of  LCCC  by  presenting  him  with  a decree,  a 1959 
Proof  Set,  and  a 1920  cent  to  commemorate  his  birth  year.  Jack  really 
appreciated  the  free  recognition. 

3.  Working  with  patients  at  the  Great  Lakes  Naval  Hospital  to  get  them 
started  collecting  coins. 

4.  Putting  coin  displays  in  merchants’  windows,  local  banks,  and  at  Fort 
Sheridan,  Illinois. 

5.  Working  with  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  on  various  projects.  We  are 
presently  working  with  them  to  encourage  coin  collecting  and  help  them 
earn  a merit  badge. 

All  collectors  are  welcome  to  attend  our  meetings  at  the  Lake  County  Coin 
Club.  We  encourage  new  membership  and  would  be  happy  to  meet  you  and 
exchange  ideas  and  coins.

The  Indian  Cent 
(1859  - 1909) 
by  J.  Zillion 
Westlake  Rare  Coins 

In  late  1858,  Mint  Director  James  Snowden  directed  engraver  James  B. 
Longacre  to  prepare  a new  cent  design  to  replace  the  Flying  Eagle  cent  as  of 
January  1,  1859.  Although  it  had  only  been  in  use  since  1857,  the  Flying  Eagle 
was  consistently  ridden  with  striking  problems,  making  a change  necessary. 
The  result  was  what  we  now  know  as  the  Indian  Cent. 

After  making  various  sets  of  patterns,  Longacre  settled  on  a design  depicting 
on  its  obverse  a youthful  Liberty  facing  left,  wearing  a feathered  Indian-style 
headdress.  The  reverse  of  1859  showed  a plain  laurel  wreath  surrounding  the 
denomination  “One  Cent.”  Longacre  thought  that  these  designs,  with  their 
lower  relief,  would  prove  much  easier  to  strike.  Production  began  in  1859  as 
scheduled,  but  Mint  Director  Snowden  later  informed  Longacre  that  a different 
reverse  would  be  needed,  starting  with  the  1860  issue.  Longacre's  redesigned 
reverse  incorporated  a larger  wreath,  this  time  made  with  oak  leaves,  with  a 
small  patriotic  shield  at  the  top. 

After  almost  4 years  of  damaged  dies  and  inconsistent  striking  quality,  it  was 
decided  that  the  Indian  Cent's  copper-nickel  composition  would  have  to  be 
replaced  with  something  more  malleable.  A bill  was  rushed  through  and 
passed  in  April  of  1864  authorizing  a new  bronze  composition  (95%  copper,  5% 
tin  & zinc).  Indians  were  produced  in  bronze  almost  immediately  thereafter. 
Later  that  year,  Longacre's  initial  “L”  made  its  debut  on  the  obverse  headdress 
ribbon,  where  it  remained  until  the  series  ended  in  1909. 

The  Indian  Cent  series  produced  several  scarce  issues,  among  which  are  the 
1864-L,  1866  through  1872, 1877, 1908-S,  and  1909-S.  The  two  S-mint  issues  have 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  U.S.  cents  issued  by  a branch  mint.  The 
copper-nickel  issues  of  1859-1864,  hoarded  during  the  Civil  War,  are  also  low- 
mintage  pieces  and,  therefore,  desirable  to  collectors.  Proof  coins  were  made 
at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  all  of  which  were  coined  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint.

Numismatists  of  all  ages  collect 
them  today,  still  enjoying  the  coins  that  James  Longacre  created  more  that  130 
years  ago.
